THIS YEAR 


WASHINGTON - Time may be 
running out fast for any congres 
sional action this year on civil 
rights. 

Administration leaders long ago 
abandoned hope for a Senate vote 
but had counted on getting action 
this year at least in the House. 

They aren’t so sure now, but 
they are privately voicing doubts. 

The House Judiciary Committee 
has approved a broad civil rights 
measure with the support of the 
Kennedy Administration. Now it 
must figure a way to get the bill 
on the House floor for a vote. 

Committee members have been 
given until next Monday to sub- 
mit their written views on the 
bill for inclusion in a formal re- 
port. Not until the report is 
written and available for general 
use ean the Judiciary Committee 
request a hearing before the Rules 
Committee. 

The request for a hearing could 
go to the Rules Committee chair- 
man, Howard W. Smith, D-Va, 
late next week. 

Smith is a zealous opponent of 
the civil rights bill and, while 
he has not diselosed his course 
of action, colleagues say he would 
resort to any legitimate means to 
block it. - 

He cannot ignore indefinitely a 
formal request for a hearipg, but 
he can delay the hearing and 
force a majority of his 15-mem- 
ber group to order a session over 
his objections. It would take a 
week or longer to get a committee 
meeting if Smith objected. 

That procedure alone would de- 

lay committee consideration un- 
til after Thanksgiving. 
"Once a hearing is ordered, 
Smith charts its course. He is ex- 
pected to hear every member of 
the House who has an interest in 
the bill. : 

Foes of the legislation seem 
confident that they can delay 
action until almost Christmas. 
They doubt that the House leader- 


ship would schedule a showdown} 


vote at that late date,

WOOL GROWERS URGED 
TO KEEP RECORDS 
YEAR ENDS DEC. 31 

Wool growers who market their 
Janie te the fait shoule-remembas 
to keep adequate records of their 
sales so that they will be able to 
make proper applications for pay- 
ment under the wool incentive 
program, according to John W. 
Haynes, Office Manager, Hancock 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation County Office. 

The sales record for lambs sold 
should include the name of the 
buyer, his signature, and the num- 
ber and liveweight of lambs sold, 
plus the description “unshown.” 
Lamb payments are made only on 
lambs that have never been shorn, 
to discourage unusual shearing of 
lambs before selling. 

The office manager also reminds 
growers that current marketings 
of wool and lamb through Decem- 
ber 31, 1963, will qualify for incen- 
tive payments under the wool 
program for the 1968 marketing 
year. (In previous years, the mar- 
keting year ended March 31.) Be- 
ginning ih 1964, the marketing 
year will be the calendar year. 

Growers are urged to file their 
applications for payment, support- 
ed by the required sales docu- 
ments, with the ASCS county of- 


fice as soon as possible after their | 


fall sales are completed. While the 
final date to apply for payments 
on 1863 marketings will be January 
31 of next year - covering market- 
ings of wool and lambs from April 
1, 1963, through December 31, 
1963 - an application may be sub- 
mitted at any time between now 
and then. 

Mr. Haynes said that lamb feed- 
ers particularly should keep ac- 
curate records which will establish 
the length of time they have own- 
ed lambs on which they apply for 
payment. Lamb payments are 
made only on lambs which a pro- 
ducer has owned for 30 days or 
more, and the amount of payment 
is based on weight gain of the 
lambs curing the seller?s owner-

How long has it been since you 
had a booster shot of tetanus 
toxoid? Or did you ever have the 
series of shots needed to establish 
immunity to this disease? 


Tetnus, formerly called “lock. 
jaw,” is completely preventable. 
But about 400 people have the 
disease each year. Three out of 
five who have the disease die. All 
these deaths are unnecessary. 


The American Medical “Associa- 
tion started a campaign in Septem- 
ber to urge the people to get the 
renew inoculations with tetnus 
toxoid. Check with your health 
Department or family doctor a- 
bout establishing your immunity. 


Deaths from tetanus are highest 
among children. They can be in- 
oculated as- infants. Usually this 
isdone with “triple vaccine”, in- 
cluding dipttheria and whooping 
cough along with tetanus toxoid. 
Three injections 4 weeks apart, and 
a booster dose within 6 to 12 
months will establish immunity. 

After immunity has been estab- 
lished, everyone should maintain 
protection by booster doses every 
five years, and a similar booster 
dose after any injury that might 
ı Cause tetanus.
